IP  by  often  taking  the  EIe£hu- 
ary  the  Fade  feems  nau  Icons, 
01  if  you  cannot  well  take  it  front 
the  point  of  a  Knife  as  ufuai,  then 
pour  a  little  Syrup  of  Marfh- 
mallows,  Poppy’s,  or  what  elle 
you  like  beft,  into  a  Spoon  ;  then 
put  your  Electuary  in  the  Syrup 
from  off  the  point  of  a  Knife, 
pouring  a  little  more  of  the  fame 
Syrup  over  it,  and  flip  it  off,  by 
this  means  you  will  not  tafte  the 
Elect uary  ;  and  thus  you  may 
take  the  Bolus. 

vv hen  you  ufe  either  of  the 
Syringes,  you  muff  put  the  end 
of  the  Syring  in  the  Liquor  you 
w  otiid  inject,  and  therein  draw 
the  Squirt  to  and  fro  till  you  find 
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it  makes  a  good  ftream  ;  then 
when  you  intend  to  Syringe  the 
part  affe&ed,  put  your  Syring 
into  the  Liquor  and  draw  it  a  lit¬ 
tle  above  half  way,  take  it  out  of 
the  Liquor  and  draw  it  about 
half  an  Inch  more  out,  that  it 
may  fuck  in  a  little  Air,  then  ap¬ 
plying  to  the  part  and  keeping  it 
clofe,  iftjuirt  it  in  ;  for  otherwife 
if  you  draw  not  in  that  little  Air, 
it  will  flabberand  fpill  a  fide. 

In  the  Running  of  the  Reins, 
to  prevent  yourShirt  being  ftain’d 
you  are  advis’d,  to  few  Tapes,  to 
two  corners  of  a  Handkerchief 
orfuchlike  Cloth,  and  tie  them 
about  your  middle  under  your 
Shirt;  by  this  means  you  will  not 
be  liable  to  beaifcover’d  by  your 
foul  Linen.

not  live  altogether  a  ufelefs  Member 
to  the  Commonwealth  under  which  I 
was  bred ,  and  in  which  1  have  at¬ 
tain'd  to  the  Competency  I  enjoy . 

Upon  thefe  Confederations  1  took

I  think  it  not  amifs  to  defcribe  the 
Symptoms  of  a  Clap,  that  every  one, 
by  comparing  his  own  Cafe  with  the 
Book 5  may  foon  be  inform’d  as  to 
the  certainty  thereof ;  and  the  more 
neceffary  is  fuch  a  Defcriptiori,  be- 
caufe  fometimes  in  feme  Bodies  the 
Infe£Uon  is  fo  mild,  that  it  is  fcarely 
poffible  for  them  to  be  allured  • 
therefore  that  no  delay  may  happen^ 
and  confequently  the  Cure  be  retar¬ 
ded,  for  want  of  fuch  Information* 
the  Reader  is  to  obferve,  That  a 
Clap  at  its  firft  appearance  fliews  it 
jfelf  in  foffie,  by  either  a  heat,  red- 
nefs  or  burning  in  the  Yard,  or  its 
end,  and  little  dartings  or  prickings 
in  the  JPaffage,  with  fometimes  a 
tendernefs  or  {Veiling  ;  in  others  it 
appears  with  a  RuHnmg  only,  with¬ 
out  any  Swelling,  Pain,  Redne% 
or  Heat  of  Urine  ;  in  others  with  on¬ 
ly  a  Heat  or  Scalding  of  Urine, 
With  Provocations  to  make  .Water, 

13  2  ■  thcP 
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tho’  but  juft  before  had  done  it :  In 
feme,  where  it  is  very  mild,  there 
appears  at  firft  only  a  little  Sperma- 
tick  clammy  Matter,  like  the  white 
of  a  raw  Egg,  which  by  degrees,  if 
let  alone,  will  come  to  be  yellowifh, 
and  after  that  greenifh ;  in  others, 
no  other  Symptom  of  Malignity 
appears  than  a  watry  Humour  ting’d 
with  Blood. 

Thefe  are  the  Symptoms  at  the 
firft  approach,  fome  happening  to 
fome  Bodies,  and  others  to  others, 
according  as  is  the  Nature  of  the 
Infection,  and  temperament  and 
conftitution  of  the  Body.  But  where 
the  Malignity  is  great,  or  the  more 
milder  Symptoms,  by  negleft  are  ad¬ 
vanc’d  and  grown  inveterate,  fo  as 
to  caufe  a  violent  Running,  extream 
heat  of  Urine,  painful  Erections , 
Shankers  or  Swellings  on  the  Yard, 
8rc.  In  thofe  Cafes  the  Patient  will 
not  need  to  be  inform’d  what  ails 
him,  if  he  but  confiders  what  he 

had 
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had  before  been  doing,  the  feverity 
of  the  then  Symptoms  fufficiently 
telling  him  his  condition. 

When  a  Patient  then  by  cohabit¬ 
ing  with  a  polluted  Companion,  has 
the  unlucky  mif-hapgf  getting  a  Go¬ 
norrhea,  Chaude  Pijfe ,  or  Clap,  which 
you  pleafe  to  call  it,  and  it  affe&s 
him  with  a  Running  of  yellowifh  or 
greenifh  Matter,  attended  with 
heat,  iharpnefs  or  fcalding  of  Urine; 
or  if  a  fharpnefs  of  Urine  only  with¬ 
out  any  Running ,  having  frequent  oc- 
cafions  to  make  Water,  tho’  made 
it  but  juft  before,  as  even  now  ob- 
ferv’d,  or  having  any  of  the  afore- 
premis’d  Symptoms,  whether  mild 
or  inveterate,  he  muft  forthwith  take 
the  two  following  Medicints,  which 
will  ftrike  at  once  at  the  Root  of 
the  Malignity,  and  both  eradicate 
it  and  make  him  eafie,  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  which  will  Cure  him,  upon 
obferving  ftrialy  the  following  Rules.

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I  mall  firft  prefcribe  the  Purging 
Ele&uary. 

N°  i.  The  Purging  Electuary .

Take  Confeciiov  Hamech  an  ounce 3 
Powder  of  Colloquinfida  a  dram 
and  a  half \  Powder  of  fallap  three 
drams ,  Dlagrjdium  a  dram ,  Gum 
Gamhogia  two  fcruples ,  my  Sped - 
fick  Powder  three  drams,  with  Sy¬ 
rup  of  Buckthorn ,  as  much  as  is 
fufficient  to  make  it  into  an 
Ele&uary,  of  which  take  the 
quantity  of  a  Nutmeg  every 
Night  and  Morning, 

This  will  Purge,  giving  four  or 
five  Stools  a  day,  but  if  the  quanti¬ 
ty  order’d  fhould  give  more  motions 
than  the  Patient  can  well  bear  every 
day,  he  may  then  leffen  the  Dofe ; 
while  he  takes  it,  Twill  be  neceffary 
he  drinks  warm  Water-gruel  or  Pol- 
fet-drink,  but  may  go  abroad,  tho’

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‘Te  Weather  may  be  cold,  and  muff 
eat  frelb  Meats,  and  drink  fmall  Li¬ 
quors,  fuch  as  Tea  ,  either  Sage, 
Green  or  Bohee ,  and  that  with  Milk 
or  without,  as  he  likes  beft,  and 
may  drink  foft  Ale,  Broths,  Whey, 
Milk  and  Water  fweetned  with  Su¬ 
gar,  warmd  in  the  Winter,  and 
cold  in  the  Summer,  forbearing  all 
fait  and  hot  fpiced  Meats,  and  all 
flrong  and  ftale  Drinks,  but  the 
more  fmall  Liquors  he  drinks,  the 
better. 

During  taking  this  purging  Ele- 
duary,  which  is  to  carry  off  the 
malignity ,  he  muff  alfo  take  the 
following  Powder,  to  remove  the 
heat  and  fharpnefs  of  Urine,  which 
if  not  taken  away,  but  fhould  con¬ 
tinue,  would  caufe  a  forenefs  in  the 
Paffage,and  bring  on  a  Cor  dee,  which 
is  (when  advanc’d)  an  infufferable 
pain  on  the  Yard  ,  upon  its  be¬ 
ing  Ereded,  which  Eredions  the

Patient  cannot  oftentimes  avoid , 
the.  virulency  of  the  Running,  cau- 
fing  a  Titillation,  and  {Emulates  the 
Parts  fo  as  to  occasion  it,  therefore 
I  fay,  ’tis  highly  neceflary  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Powder  be  taken,  with  the 
purging  Eleftuary  aforegoing ;  it  is 
this.

N°  2.  The  Diuretick  Powder. 

Take  Salt  of  Prunella  three  drams, 
Vitriolated  Tartar  one  dram ,  my 
Specif  ck  Powder  three  drams,  to 
be  mixt  all  together,  and  rub’d 
very  fine,  of  which  a  Thimble- 
full,  or  a  Tea  Spoonful,  is  to 
be  taken  twice  or  thrice  a  Day 
in  a  difh  of  Milk-Tea,  very 
well  fweetned  with  Sugar,  that 
is,  about  ten  a  Clock  in  the 
Forenoon,  two  or  three  in  the 
Afternoon,  and  five  or  fix  in 
she  Evening,  every  Day. 


This 
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This  Powder  will  work  by  Uririe, 
andmake  it  pafs  eafily ;  alfo  is  good 
to  fweeten  the  Blood  and  cleanfe  it, 
but  as  Toon  as  the  fharpnefs,  pain 
or  ftoppage  of  Urine  is  gone,  no 
more  of  this  Powder  need  to  be  ta¬ 
kes  ;  but  of  the  Electuary  the  Pati¬ 
ent  muft  take  till  the  Matter  that 
runs  is  become  perfe£Uy  white,  roa- 
py  and  glutinous,  which  commonly 
is  fo,  if  he  lives  regular,  in  about 
twelve  Days  time  ;  after  which  he 
need  take  it  but  every  other  Day 
for  about  a  Week  longer,  in  which 
time  if  the  Running  be  not  whol¬ 
ly  gone,  he  mu  ft  leave  off  that 
Ele&uary,  and  take  this  that  fol¬ 
lows,  which  will  compleat  the  Cure, 
It  is  this. 
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N°  3.  The  Strengthening  Electuary. 

Take  Venice  Turpentine  boil'd  hard 
enough  to  Powder ,  one  ounce ,  Nut¬ 
megs  in  powder  two ,  Dragons  blood 
and  Bole  Armenick  each  in  Powder 
two  DramSj  of  my  Corroborating 
Powder  three  drams ,  Lucatellus 
Bal fam  three  drams ,  common  Trea¬ 
cle  as  much  as  is  uifficient  to 
make  it  into  an  Eleftuary,  of 
which  the  Patient  is  to  take  the 
quantity  of  a  large  Nutmeg 
every  Morning,  and  about  four 
in  the  Afternoon,  and  at  Night 
going  to  Bed,  drinking  a  little 
Ale  after  it,  or  any  other  Li¬ 
quor,  juft  to  wafh  it  down. 

This  will  ftrengthen  and  confirm 
all  the  weakned  Seed-VelTels,  and 
render  the  Patient  eafie  and  clear 
from  all  Weaknefs  and  Gleeting,  but 
if  it  fhould  not  abate  prefently,  let

not  the  Patient  be  difcouraged,  but 
go  on  with  it  ftrictly,  till  he  is  per- 
l'eftly  reftored,  which  will  certainly 
be.- 

But  if  by  negleQ:  or  ill  manage¬ 
ment,  the  Patients  Cafe  is  lb  bad  as 
that  there  is  a  Cordee  or  painful 
Erection  of  the  Yard,  he  would  do 
well  to  Inject  into  the  paffage  with  a 
fmall  Yard  Syringe,  warm  Milk, three 
or  four  times  a  day  or  more ;  but  if  in 
two  or  tihree  days  ufing  that,  the 
Cordee  is  not  removed,  he  mult  of 
neceffity  then  be  obliged  to  ufe  the 
following  Injection,  which  will  abfo- 
lutely  remove  it  in  a  few  days  ufing, 
’tis  this. 


N°.  4.  The  Anodyne  Injection-. 


Take  white  Troches  of  Rhafis  with 
Camphir  a  dram ,  Plantain  Water 
fix  ounces ,  of  my  Chymical  mix ~ 
ture  a  dram ,  to  be  spixt  all  together., 
and  injected  with  a  Tard  Syringe 

fhaking 
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flaking  it  well  firft  either  warm  or 
cold ,  jive  or  fix  times  a  day,  which 
gives  cafe,  and  takes  away  the  pain¬ 
ful  Erection  or  Cor  dee  upon  the  [pot ; 
and  that  more  fpeedily  if  he  holds 
his  Tard  in  warm  Milk  as  hot  as  he 
can  well  bear  it,  for  a  quarter  of  an 
Hour  at  a  time ,  three  or  four  limes 
in  a  day . 

Sometimes  alfo  a  Patient  by  negle£t 
or  ill  Management,  gets  alfo  a  fwel- 
ling  or  Tumor  in  one  of  his  Tefticles 
or  Stones,  call’d  a  Tumor  Humor alis, 
which  is  hard  and  very  painful,  and 
lometimes  caufes  fhiverings ,  fain- 
tings  and  Feverifh  difpofitions,  upon 
the  approach  of  which  fwelling,  the 
Running  at  the  paffage  of  the  Turd,  of¬ 
tentimes  abates,  and  fometimes  runs 
not  at  all,  tho’  it  ran  plentifully  be¬ 
fore,  the  reafon  being  that  the  viru¬ 
lent  matter  has  precipitated  upon 
the  Stones  either  by  Cold ,  too 
Violent  Purging,  or  much  walking, 

or 
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or  the  like,  which  if  not  fpeedily  re¬ 
medied  proves  of  ill  confequence,  be- 
lides  the  exceffive  pain  it  creates,  and 
difabling  the  Patient  from  walking  or 
ftirring  about:  Now  if  there  be  a  Fe¬ 
ver  attending  it,  and  the  Patient  hot 
and  reftlefs,  he  ought  forthwith  to 
bleed  ten  ounces  from  the  Arm,  and 
apply  as  foon  as  may  be  the  following 
Fotus  warm, with  Flannel  Stuphs  wet 
in  it,  and  wrung  a  little  out,  and  kept 
on  always  wet,  dipping  them  in  again 
as  they  dry,  and  keep  the  fwell’d 
Stone  up  with  a  Bag-Trufs,  and  keep 
Hill,  which  will  infallibly  eafe  him, 
and  remove  thefwelling;  the  Fotus 
is  this. 

N0,  The  Anodyne  Fotus .. 

Take  plantain  Water ?  and  the  hefi 
White-wine  Vinegar  of  each  half  a 
Pint ,  of  Brandy  four  ounces ,  of 
my  Chymicd  Salt  two  drams y  to  he 
mix'd  and  apply1  d  with  pieces  oj 

Flannel 
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Flannel  as  aforefaid  warm.  And 
alfo  the  fpeedier  to  remove  this 
Dangerous  Swelling,  the  Pati¬ 
ent  muft  take  of  the  following 
Anodyne  Powder ,  three  times  in 
a  day  till  he  be  eafy,  and  the 
fwelling  as  good  as  abated  ;  The 
Powder  is  this, 

N°.  6.  The  Anodyne  Powder, 

Take  fpecies  of  Diatragacanth  frigid 
two  drams ,  of  my  Chymical  Ma- 
giftry  half  an  ounce  ,  Powder  of 
Crab  S' Eyes  a  dram ,  mix  and  take 
a  Thimble  full  at  a  time ?  three  times 
a  day  mix'd  in  a  little  Ale  or  mild 
Peer ,  which  will  prefently  and  won¬ 
derfully  help . 

But  if  the  Patient  be  not  before¬ 
hand  brought  into  thofe  painful  Cor- 
dees  and  fwellings  of  the  TefticJes, 
he  may  depend  upon  it  he  never  will, 
if  he  begins  with  thefe  before  pre- 

fcribed 
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icribed  Medicines  in  time,  and  lives 
according  to  the  rules  I  have  pre- 
fcribed. . 

Upon  going  off  of  the  fwelling  it  is 
ufually  obferved  that  the  Running 
comes  again,  at  the  approach  ofwhich 
the  Patient  is  eafy,  and  therefore  in 
order  to  compleat  his  Cure,  fhould 
proceed  in  the  ufe  of  the  Medicines 
before  prefcribed,  in  cafe  he  had  left 
them  off,  during  the  fwelling,  until 
he  is  perfe&ly  well,  which  he  will 
know  by  the  Runnings  being  gone, 
and  all  matters  eafy,  as  he  was  be¬ 
fore  this  happened. 

Thus  have  I  fhewn  the  Method  of 
Cure,  where  the  Venereal  Infection 
difcovers  its  felf  by  a  Running ,  &c, 
which  Method  and  Medicines  are 
applicable  alfo  to  Women,  unlefs 
in  fome  particulars,  wherein  the 
Structure  or  make  of  their  Parts 
differ,  fo  as  that  they  can  be  of  no 
ufe  ,  as  is  the  Jnodjne  Fotus,  N°  5. 
before  mention’d, for  the  fwel’d  Tefti- 

cles, 
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cles,  which  that  Sex  ftand  in  no  need 
of,  but  all  the  other  Remedies 
they  are  to  take  and  ufe,  as  directed 
for  Men ;  only  as  Men  in  ufing  the 
Inje&ion,  call  it  in  with  a  Yard- 
Syringe,  fo  Women  rauft  ufe  a 
Womb-Syringe,  which  are  two  dif¬ 
ferent  Inftruments,  but  both  to  be 
had  at  the  Pewterers;  or  for  the 
greater  conveniency  of  the  Patient, 
at  the  place  where  the  Book  is  fold , 
the  Yard-Syringe  Price  i  s.  the 
Womb-Syringe  2  s. 

Where  the  Infection  is  what  we 
call  Liminary  ,  or  an  outfide  In¬ 
fection  ,  as  that  the  Yard  is  either 
inflam’d ,  looks  angry ,  red  ,  or  is 
fwell’d  or  tumify’d ,  or  the  Pre¬ 
puce  or  Gians  Excoriated  ,  or  Ul¬ 
cerated,  having  Shankers  or  Sores 
on  it,  or  the  Prepuce  ftrait,  fo  as  not 
to  flip  back,  or  is  hot  or  burning, 
or  if  the  Prepuce  be  flipt  over  the 
Nut,  and  there  contrafrs  it  felf  fo, 
as  not  to  be  brought  to  cover  the 
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Nut,  in  thofe  Cafes  a  different 
method  muft  be  us’d,  and  great 
care  muft  alfo  be  taken  ;  this  fort 
of  Infe&ion  infinuating  it  felf 
more  flily  than  ordinary,  tho’ 
it  looks  trivial,  and  many  times 
Poxes  the  Patient  before  he  is 
aware,  there  being  fuch  a  com¬ 
munication  between  that  and 
the  Glands  in  the  Groins,  that 
the  malignity  eafily  (ifnotftop’d 
in  time)  glides  thither,  becaufe 
it  does  not  difcharge  it  felf  by  a 
Gonorrhea ;  fo  that  that  which 
fhould  come  away,  and  is  the 
matter  that  Runs,  is  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  whole  mafs  of  Blood, 
not  to  be  remedied  without 
great  trouble ;  and  fometimes 
Nature  is  fo  kind  as  to  throw  off 
that  offending  Poyfon  upon  the 
Glands  in  one  or  both  Groins, 
where  Bubo’s  are  occafion’d,  and 
which  if  manag’d  rightly, brought 
tofuppurate  andwwell  difcharg’d, 

C  proves 
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proves  a  happy  Cure,  but  where 
thofe  Swellings  are  difcufs’d,  and 
Nature  impeded  in  her  Intent  of 
disburdening  her  felf  that  way, 
and  that  either  by  Vomits,  Purg¬ 
es  or  the  like,  there  very  often 
the  Pox  is  rivetted  upon  the  Pa¬ 
tient,  and  if  not  timely  prevent¬ 
ed  may  be  entaiPd  upon  him  and 
his  Pofterity  for  ever ;  to  pre¬ 
vent  which  fad  Calamity,  if  the 
Patient  but  profecutes  the  follow¬ 
ing  Method,  all  will  kindly  go 
off,  and  his  Health  be  perfectly 
reftor’d  to  his  Satisfaction. 

When  either  of  the  aforemen- 
tion’d  Symptoms  then  appear , 
and  there  be  no  Swellings  in  the 
Groins,  the  Patient  muff  forth¬ 
with  take  the  following  Emetick  • 
Potion,  which  will  both  Vomit 
and  Purge  him ;  It  is  this. 
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N°  7.  The  Emetick  Potion.  : 

Take  Emetick  Tartar  eight  grains^ 
Cardaus  Water  an  ounce  and  a, 
half ,  of  my  Anti-venereal  Pow¬ 
der  three  Grains  ,  mix  and 
make  a  Potion  to  be  taken 
in  a  Morning,  drinking  Wa¬ 
ter-Gruel  as  it  Operates. 

This  Potion  will  Vomit  and 
Purge  three  or  four  times  each, 
and  muft  be  repeated  every  other 
Day  for  three  times,  after  which 
the  Patient  is  to  take  of  the  purg¬ 
ing  Ele£tuary,  N°  1.  aforegoing, 
every  Night  and  Morning  as 
there  directed,  till  he  is  well,  not 
forgetting  to  waflitheTmiif  in¬ 
flam’d,  fwell’d,  raw  or  fore,  &c, 
with  the  following  healing  Loti¬ 
on,  three  or  four  times  in  a  Day, 
beginning  to  ufe  it  as  foon  as 
ever  he  finds  it-amifs,  and  con-

more  immediately  into  the  Blood, 
and  has  a  prevalency  of  deftroy- 
ing  the  Malignant  Impurity  that 
lurks  therein.  But  the. better  to 
make  every  Patient  fenfible,  whe¬ 
ther  his  Cafe  be  the  Pox  or  not, 
and  to  fltew  them  what  the  Pox 
is,  that  they  may  not  be  impos’d 
upon  on  one  Hand,  to  believe,  it 
fo,when  ’tisnot;  nor  fo  Fool-har¬ 
dy  or  milled  on  the  other, as  to  bp- 
liev eor  be  told, it  is  not,  when  it  is; 

let  them  underhand,  that  when 

*  *  ■  1 
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the  Running  as  before  hinted,  by 
negleft  or  ill  management,  is 
thrown  into  the  Blood,  whether 
by  the  unskilful  ufe  of  Aftringents, 
or  long  continuance  of  the  Run - 
ning,  &c.  there  will  appear  in 
fome,  either  malignant  Botches 
jn  feveral  parts  of  the  Body,  or 
Pains  in  the  Head,  or  in  the  fpa- 
ces  between  the  Joints,  and  that 
moftly  when  hot  in  Bed  ;  or  elfe, 
as  in  others,  a  yellow  Scurff  on  fe¬ 
veral  parts  of  the  Body  l  ike  a  Scab, 
\vhich  thofe  that  have,  are  feldom 
affli&ed  with  Pains,  for  then  Na¬ 
ture  endeavours  to  extricate  her- 
felf  from  the  Mifchief,  by  throw¬ 
ing  of  it  out  to  the  Surface  of 
the  Body.  Others  have  Exofto- 
fes,  Nodes,  T'ophs,  or  Bony  Ex- 
crefcences  on  the  Wrifts,  Fore¬ 
head,  Shins,  &c.  Others  it  affects 
with  Blindnefs,  Deafnefs,  Lame- 
nefs,  &c .  In  others  it  appears  in 
Inflammations,  Rottennefs  of 
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the  Bones,  and  Phagadenick  Ulcers 
or  Sores;  which  eat  deep  and 
devour  the  Parts  where  fixt. 
Some  have  Ulcers  in  the  Throat 
or  Mouth, which  neglefted  or  not 
prefently  ftopt,  creep  up  gradu¬ 
ally  to  the  Pallate,  and  thence 
to  the  Cartilaginous  part  of  the 
Nofe,  which  it  relaxes  and  cau- 
fes  ill  formations  of;  and  by 
its  daily  encreafing  in  time  con- 
fumes  it  ;  in  others  the  Pox  fo 
contaminates  the  whole  Blood 
and  habit  of  Body,  that  it  falls 
into  a  pining,  wafting,  confump- 
tive  Difpofmon,  at  which  time 
if  Ulcers  be  alfo  in  the  Palate  and 
Nofe,  Nodes,  Exoftoles,  &c.  on 
other  Parts,  not  only  the  Body  by 
degrees  will  be  wrorn  out  and  re¬ 
duc’d  to  a  Skeleton,  but  the  disfi¬ 
guring  likewife  will  be  terrifying 
to  themfelves,  and  miferable  Spe¬ 
ctacles  to  others  that  fee  them  ;  fo 
that  the  con  fum’d  rotten  Carcafs, 

'  ‘  be- 
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becoming  burdenfome  to  all, 
wifhes  for  Death,  to  be  buried 
out  of*  the  fight  of  ahemfelves 
and  Spectators.  That  this  then 
may  not  be  the  Fate  of  any,  and 
in  order  to  prevent  in  time  thofe 
fo  fad  Accidents,  the  Patient,  as 
foon  as  ever  he  fears  himfelf  un¬ 
der  any  one  of  the  foregoing 
Symptoms,isadmonifhed  forfecu- 
rity  fake,  to  ufe  the  Methods  I 
am  going  to  prefcribe*  There¬ 
fore,  let  the  Patients  Cafe  be  what 
it  will,  that  is,  if  he  be  Pox’c 
never  fo  much,  it  will  be  proper 
for  him  in  the  firfi:  place  to  Vo¬ 
mit  with  the  following  Emetick 
Bolus,  or  if  he  be  only  in  fear* 
and  at  the  fame  time  ails  nothing, 
having  been  to  all  appearance 
well  cured  of  hisClap,  even  then 
I  fay,  he  is  admonifh’d  for  his 
own  fafetv  to  ufe  it ;  it  is  this.

Take  Emetic  k  Tartar  eight  grains. 
Confection  Hamech  one  dram , 
of  my  Anti-venereal  Powder 
four  grains,  mix  and  make 
a  Bolus  to  be  taken  in  a 
Morning, and  repeated  every 
third  Day  during  the  whole 
Cure,  drinking  plentifully  of 
Water-Gruel  as  it  operates.

And  on  thofe  Days  the  Patient 
does  not  take  the  Vomiting  Bolus 
aforefaid,  he  muft  take  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Specifick  Ele&uary  every 
Night  and  Morning.

Take  of  Virginia  Snake  Root  in- 
powder  two  drams ,  of  Troches 
of  Vipers  in  powder  three  drams 9 
Saffron  half  a  dram ,  Zedoary 
Roots  in  powder  a  dram  and  a 
half  Volatile  Salt  of  Harts¬ 
horn  a  dram  and  a  half  of  my 
Specif  ck  Salt  two  drams  ,  Uyl 
of '  Amber  a  dram ,  Venice  Trea - 
c/e  an  ounce ,  with  Syrup  of 
Coral  as  much  as  is  fufficient 
to  make  it  into  an  Eie&uary, 
of  which  the  quantity  of  a 
large  Nutmeg  mufl  be  ta¬ 
ken- as  before  directed,  and 
continued  till  the  Patient  is 
perfectly  cured,  (by  remov¬ 
ing  all  Pains,  fweetning  the 
Blood,  and  deftroying  the 
Venereal  Poyfon)  which 
will  certainly  come  to  pafs 
if  alfo  the  Emetick  Bolus 
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N°  io.  before  prefcrib’d,  be 
taken  as  there  dire&ed,  and 
the  Patient  lives  regular, 
that  is,  avoids  all  excefs  in 
Eating  and  Drinking,  and 
efpecially  forbears  ftale,  hot^ 
four  Or  fharp  Drinks,  fuch 
as  Stout,  Stale  Beer,  Cyder, 
Brandy,  Punch,  Vinegary 
drc.  and  eats  not  fiery  fait 
Foods,  or  hot  fpiced  Meats, 
&c. 

This  aforegoing  Emetick  Bolus 
and  this  Electuary  are  certainly 
the  bell  Remedies  in  the  World, 
for  all  Venereal  Maladies  what¬ 
ever,  whether  mild  or  inveterate, 
or  of  ever  fo  long  ftanding,  for 
if  they  be  taken  (but  for  forty 
Days  together,  tho’  frequently 
twenty,  nay  fometimes  ten  Pays 
will  do,)  never  fails  eradicating 
the  vvorfi:  Malignity  known  ;  the 
Bolus  operates  gently,  and  the 

E/e- 
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Elettunry  Specifically  and  Plea- 
fanrly  ,  without  hindrance  .  of 
Bufinefs,  are  nothing  of  Mercury , 
yet  deftroy  and  extinguifh  the 
Venereal  Taint  as  effectually  as 
Water  quenches  Fire:  All  your 
Pains,  Swellings,  Ulcers,  Blotch¬ 
es,  Scabs,  Sores,  Scurffs,  Itch- 
ings,  Tinglings,  Inflammations, 
Heats,  Burnings,  Wearinefs, 
Weaknefs,  &c.  on  any  part  of 
the  Body,  fly  before  them  and 
vanifh,  as  Mills  before  the  Sun, 
nothing  being  fo  particularly 
adapted  to  overcome  that  Poy- 
fon,  and  to  cleanfe,  fweeten, 
and  putrifie  the  whole  Body  and 
Blood  in  the  World. 

For  where  the  Blood  is  tainted 
with  the Difeafe,  tho*of  40  Years 
Banding,  or  the  Body  injured  by 
Mercury,  or  Clap-courfes,  or 
remains  of  the  Difeafe,  after 
Cure  of  a  Clap  fear’d,  from  a  long 
Experience  I  affirm  them,  to  be 

the 
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the  bed  Remedies  to  be  had,  and 
the  Cures  that  aredaily  wrought 
by  them,  (fomeof  which  areal- 
moft  Miraculous)  confirm  me 
more  and  more;  every  one  that 
takes  them  will  be  of  the  fame 
Mind,  and  experience  them  to 
clear  the  Body,  both  from  the 
Dzjeafe  and  Mercury ,  and  render 
it  vigorous,  healthy  and  lively, 
beyond  any  Diet-Dri?ik ,  Method 
or  Medicine,  whatfoever ;  and  I 
advife  all  that  at  any  time  have 
had  a  Clap,  and  have  the  lead 
caule  to  fufpe£t  themfelves,  to 
take  them  for  their  Security,  lead 
any  Relick  or  Remains  of  the 
Dileafe  fhould  be  behind. 

But  in  Cafe  the  Patient  fhould 
have  Tophs,  Nodes  or  Swellings 
upon  his  Shins,  Wrifts  or  Fore¬ 
head,:  whether  they  be  hard  or 
foft,  eaiie  or  painful,  he  muft  ap¬ 
ply  to  them  the  Suppurating 
Plaifter  N°  9.  aforegoing,  which 

if 
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if  they  are  enclin’d  to  break,  will 
break  them,  and  the  Sores  muft 
be  dreft  as  before  directed  for  a 
Bubo,  and  fo  muft  all  other  Sores, 
Ulcers,  &c.  unlefs  where  the 
Bone  is  Carious,  in  which  Cafe 
the  Patient  will  be  under  the  ne- 
cefiity  of  making  ufe  of  a  Sur¬ 
geon  to  exfoliate,  that  is  to  Scale 
the  Bone,  which  the  Patient  can¬ 
not  be  dire£ted  himfelf  to  do  ; 
but  if  the  Swellings  or  Nodes 
are  not  enclin’d  to  break,  as  is 
moft  commonly  obferv’d(not  one 
in  fifty, that  ha vethofe  Swellings, 
having  them  ever  come  to  Sup¬ 
puration)  in  thofe  Cafes  the  fame 
Plaifter  will  diffolve  them,  and 
the  inward  Medicines  juft  now 
prefcrib’d,  will  carry  off  the 
Caufe,  that  the  Patient  will,  with 
a  little  patience  and  care,  get  ea- 
fily  cur'd. 

Or  if  there  Ihould  be  Inflam¬ 
mations  or  Ulcers  in  the  Throat, 

D  Palate, 
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Palate,  Uvula  orTonfils,  or  the 
Nofe  Ihould  be  fore,  tender  or 
painful,  in  thofe  Cafes  a  Medica¬ 
ment  mud  be  prepar’d  to  cool, 
cleanfe  and  heal  thofe  Accidents, 
as  well  as  to  take  the  foregoing 
Remedies  inwardly ;  and  the 
more  effe&ually  to  remove 
thofe  mifehievous  Symptoms , 
’twill  be  neceffary  the  Throat 
or  Nofe  Ihould  be  fy  ring’d 
with  a  Syringe,  three  or  four 
times  in  a  Day,  in  order  to  do 
which  effe&ually  nothing  can 
more  avail  them  than  the  follow¬ 
ing  Gargle ,  viz.

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N°  12.  The  Cooling  Gurgle,, 

Take  Plantain  Water  half  a 
pint,  Syrup  of  Mulberries  two 
ounces,  Rofe-Water  two  ounces. 
Salt  Prunella  a  dram,  of  my 
Deter five  Confetf  a  dram  and  a 
half,  mix  all  together,  and 
with  a  Syringe  injeCt  it  into 
the  Throat  as  above  direct¬ 
ed,  with  a  Throat-Syringe. 

And  alio  caft  fome  of  it  up  in¬ 
to  each  Noftril,  if  the  Nofe  be 
Sore,  with  a  fmall  Syringe  for  that 
purpofe,  alfo  j  or  4  times  in  a 
Day,  always  firft  fhaking  the 
Medicine,  and  ufing  it  either 
warm  or  cold  ;  by  which  meads 
thofe  parts  will  be  a  cleanfing 
and  healing,  and  all  ill  Confe- 
quences  prevented ;  at  the  fame 
time  that  the  caufe  of  thofe  Ac¬ 
cidents  are  carrying  off,  by  the 

D  2  in- 
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internal  Remedies  which  are  be¬ 
fore  prefcrib’d. 

If  by  bad  management,  and 
by  the  virulency  or  continuance 
of  the  Running  in  a  Clap ,  the 
pafiage  of  the  Tard,  fhould  b« 
excoriated  and  fretted  fo,  that 
deep  Ulcerations  happen,  and 
upon  that  proud  Flefh  or  a 
flefhy  Subftance,  which  we  call 
Excrefcences  or  Caruncles  , 
fhould  thruft  out  in  the  paifage, 
and  caufe  heat,  pain,  ftoppage 
of  Urine,  &c.  they  muft  be  ta¬ 
ken  away  with  all  fpeed  and  dex¬ 
terity,  or  elfe  the  Confequence 
will  be  bad,  and  the  Method  of 
removing  them  is  by  a  medicated 
Wax-Candle ,  or  other  proper 
Inllrument  to  be  applied,  which 
the  Patient  not  being  capable  of 
doing  fo  properly  himfelf,  I  for¬ 
bear  in  ferting  the  Remedies  ufe- 
fut  in  thofe  Cafes,  becaufe  as  he 
may  do  more  hurt  than  good  to 

him- 
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himlelf,  by  that  means,  fo  he  is 
advis’d  to  apply  to  fome  skilful 
Surgeon,  to  have  it  done  for  him ; 
tho’  thofe  Symptoms  are  fo  rare, 
that  a  Man  may  have  20  Claps, 
and  not  be  attended  with  phofe 
Symptoms  in  one  of  them  ;  and 
500  Men  may  be  Clapt,  and  not 
one  of  them  brought  into  that 
Gondition ;  and  if  the  Methods 
in  this  Book  laid  down,  be  ob- 
ferv’d  in  the  Cure  of  Claps ,  ’tis 
impoflible,  any  one  fhould  ever 
have  caufe  to  complain  that 
their  Cafe  is  fuch,  or  ever  likely 
to  be  fo. 

By  thefe  Methods  and  Means 
will  the  moft  ftubborn  Pox  be 
conquer’d,  which  greater  Medi¬ 
cines  in  the  Eyes  of  fome,  and 
more  fevere  Methods,  may  not 
have  Power  to  vanquifla;  There¬ 
fore  the  Patient  is  advis’d  fedu- 
loufly  to  follow  the  Directions 
given,  and  not  be  a  weary  or 

D  3  giv« 
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give  out,  becaufe  the  Symptoms 
(as  they  may  in  fome)  do  not 
prefently  vanifh ;  for  as  the 
whole  Mafs  of  Blood  and  Juices 
in  thofe  Cafes  are  contaminated, 
’twill  require  in  fome  Conftituti- 
ons  at  leaft,  fuch  a  reafonable 
time  to  affift  Nature  in  altering 
the  perverted  Humours,  and  era¬ 
dicating  the  Difeafe ,  which 
flicks  and  adheres  fo  clofe  that 
no  Glew  or  Birdlime  can  flick 
more ;  but  the  Satisfaction  that 
every  one  will  have,  and  will 
perceive  by  a  gradual  Amend¬ 
ment,  will,  and  ought  fo  to  en¬ 
courage  their  perfifting  therein, 
and  the  Medicines  alfo  fo  eafie  to 
take,  as  not  to  fear  a  Cure,  if 
they  make  but  ufe  of  the  Oppor¬ 
tunity.

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A  new  difcovery  of  the 
true  Seat  of  Claps  in 
both  Sexes,  different 
from  the  commonly  re* 
ceiv’d  Opinions  of  Au¬ 
thors. 

IT  has  been  for  many  Years 
a  Difpute  among  both  thofe 
that  Practice,  and  thofe  that  have 
Wrote  upon  this  Subject,  in 
what  part  of  the  Body,  the  Ve¬ 
nereal  Infection  takes  it  refidence, 
or  make  its  firft  onfet,  fome  fay¬ 
ing  on  this  part,  and  others  on 
that  ;  fome  that  it  fixes  on  the 
proftrate  Glandules,  others  upon 

D  4  the 
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the  Seed-Veflels,  others  in  the 
Urethra  or  paflage  of  the  Yard 
in  Men,  and  upon  the  Neck  of 
the  Womb  in  Women;  fome 
that  the  Venereal  Steems  pafles 
through  the  Urethra,  and  infefts 
as  far  as  the  capacities  of  the 
Parts  will  admit ;  others  that  it 
is  receiv’d  at  firft  upon  the  out- 
fide  of  the  Yard,  between  the 
Gians  or  Nut  of  the  Yard  and 
Foreskin,  and  fo  penetrates  thro’ 
the  Pores  of  the  Body  of  the 
Yard,  into  the  Urethra  and  ul¬ 
cerates  the  thin  Membrane  there ; 
and  this  they  aflert,  becaufe 
where  there  is  an  outward  In¬ 
flammation  tending  to  a  Shank- 
rous  Infection,  if  it  be  not  ftrong 
enough  to  penetrate  thro’  the 
Pores  into  the  Urethra ,  burfts 
out  in  a  manifeft  Shanker  or  Ul¬ 
cer,  andfo  difeharges  that  poy- 
fonous  Sordes,  which  otherwife 
would  flow  into  the  Urethra, 

and

and  caufea  Running  there,  which 
is  call’d  the  Running  of  the  Reins ; 
orelfeget  to  the  Glands  of  the 
Groins,  and  caufe  Bubo’s,  andfo 
according  to  each  Man’s  Opini¬ 
on,  is  the  Cure  undertaken , 
which  happens  to  fucceed  or  not 
fucceed  ,  as  they  are  right  or 
wrong  in  their  Definitions.  If 
they  are  right  in  the  Notion  of 
the  Difeafe,  and  know  how  to 
apply  proper  Remedies,  the  Pa¬ 
tient  is  cured  ,  but  if  wrong  in 
their  Notions,  a  Cure  cannot  be 
expefted,  at  lea  ft  prefen  dy,  tbo’ 
the  Remedies  may  be  well  adapt¬ 
ed  ;  but  if  the  Notion  be  wrong, 
and  the  Remedies  fo  too,  it  is 
impofiiblea  Cure  fhould  fucceed, 
and  that  is  the  reafon  fo  many 
are  told  they  are  incurable. 

’Tis  therefore  as  indifputabfy 
neceflary ,  that  the  PracHcer 
fhould  have  a  true  Idea  or  Noti¬ 
on  of  the  Difeafe,  its  Nature, 

Seat, 
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Seat,  &c.  as  it  is  for  him  to 
know  how  to  make  Medicinal 
Applications,  many  Praftifing 
by  Rote,  that  know  nothing  of 
theDifeafe,  which  if  happens  to 
prove  ineffectual,  knows  not 
what  further  to  do,  and  fo  by 
his  Ignorance,  the  Patient  be¬ 
comes  the  Sufferer:  For  the  fu¬ 
ture  therefore  that  none  may  be 
injured,  by  the  Ignorance  or  De- 
fign  of  the  Praftifer,  for  his  In- 
ftruCtion  and  Information,  I  fhall 
briefly  fhew  here  the  true  Seat 
of  a  CUp  or  GonorrkaA  in  both 
Sexes,  which  I  have  made  a  dis¬ 
covery  of  from  Reafon  and  long 
Experience. 

In  the  firft  place  then,  the  fe- 
eret  Parts  are  thofe  that  admit 
primarily  of  the  Infection,  and 
receive  it  too  the  more  eafily,  as 
they  naturally  confift  of  a  loofe, 
open,  more  fine,  thin  and  ner¬ 
vous  Texture:  And  Secondly  as 
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it  affe&s  them,  fo  the  Seat  of  that 
Infeftion  is  in  the  Glandules  of 
the  Urethra,  which  are  diverfly 
interfpers’d  in  and  about  the 
Membrane  thereof,  the  Venere¬ 
al  acidous  Steems  immediately 
penetrating  their  little  porous 
Bodies,  fo  as  inftantly  to  corrode 
and  difunite  the  Texture  thereof, 
and  caufe  a  difcharge  of  that 
ferous  Liquor  by  Coition  into 
the  Urethra,  by  relaxing  and 
widening  their  Pores,  and  weak- 
ning  their  Tone,  which  relaxa¬ 
tion  and  hurt,  in  time  produces 
an  ill  Formation  and  Tempera¬ 
ment  therein,  unlefs  the  Poyfo- 
nous  Matter  which  occafion’d  it 
be  forthwith  remov’d;  for  other- 
wife  the  Running  which  at  firft  is 
clear,  as  the  Liquor  in  the  Glands 
naturally  is,  comes  afterwards 
to  be  white,  and  after  that  yel¬ 
low,  and  then  green,  becaufe 
the  Malignity  that  infefts  them, 

changes 
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changes  the  Liquor  to  that  ill 
Colour,  and  the  longer  it  remains 
the  more  tender  is  the  Paflage, 
even  to  an  Erofion  or  fretting  of 
the  Skin,  the  barenefs  of  which 
makes  the  Salts  that  is  in  the 
Urine  caufe  grievous  Smarting 
and  Pain,  as  Urine  would  to  any 
other  raw  part  that  is  Nervous, 
if  wafh’d  therewith;  and  that 
tendernefs  and  rawnefs  of  the 
Urethra  ,  and  the  aggravation 
and  ftimulation  it  neceffarily  re¬ 
ceives  by  the  Salts  of  the  Urine, 
affe£ts  and  twitches  the  Mem¬ 
brane  join’d  to  theFrsenum,  fo 
as  to  caufe  the  painful  Ere&ions 
which  are  call’d  the  Cordee’s- 
This  Relaxation ,  Weaknefs 
and  Eoulnefs  of  thofe  Glands,  do 
upon  length  of  the  Running  ter¬ 
minate  into  Ulcers  or  Sores , 
which  if  not  dextroufly  manag’d 
produce  perpetual  Gleets,  or  o- 
ther  mifchievous  Indifpofitions. 

Now 
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Now  that  the  Infectious 
Steems  do  at  firft  fix  upon 
thofe  Glands,  is  apparent  by 
fqueezing  of  the  Yard,  upon 
which  ouzes  out,  as  every  one 
knows  that  has  had  a  CUf , 
the  ferous  Liquor  I  juft  now 
mention’d,  which  at  firft  comes 
not  out  hardly  but  by  fquee¬ 
zing  ;  but- as  the  Malignity  con¬ 
tinues  on  them,  the  Relaxati¬ 
on  is  the  greater,  and  the  more 
of  that  Liquor  is  confequent- 
ly  filed,  which  after  a  while 
comes  difcolour’d,  according  as 
the  Malignity  is  more  or  lefs 
on  them,  as  before  obferv’d. 

And  as  this  is  fo  in  fa£t  in 
Men,  fo  no  lefs  ■  otherwife 
does  the  Infe&ion  fix  on  Wo¬ 
men  ,  for  when  they  receive 
the  poyfonous  Venereal  Steems 
from  the  Men  they  have  to 
do  with,  it  inftantly  fixes  upon 
the  Glandules ,  plentifully  in¬ 
ter- 
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terfperfed  about  the  Neck  of 
the  Womb ,  and  fo  relaxes 
and  widens  them  the  fame  as 
in  Men  ,  which  alfo  emit  of 
their  Liquor ,  and  is  encreaf- 
ed  in  quantity,  and  alter’d  in 
Colour,  according  as  the  In¬ 
fection  remains,  and  according 
as  the  Malignity  is  greater  or 
leffer. 

'  Thefe  things  have  by  me  been 
nicely  enquired  into ,  and  I 
have  had  demonftration  of  the 
fame,  upon  feveral  DiffeCtions, 
where  when  others  that  flood 
by,  little  thought  of  my  ob- 
fervance  ,  but  concluded  by  a 
wrong  underftanding  of  the 
Matter,  that  the  Infection  from 
that  or  the  other  part,  which 
are  only  injur'd  ,  per  accidens , 
(as  we  fay )  truly  by  confent 
of  parts,  and  partly  by  a  long 
continuance  of  the  Malignity, 
when  their  Curiofity  or  Inge¬ 
nuity 
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nuity  never  led  them  to  tract 
its  original  Seat ;  and  fo  as 
they  had  taken  it  to  be  where 
they  imagin’d,  they  according¬ 
ly  applied  the  Remedies,  but 
with  what  little  Succefs,  any 
one  may  guefs  that  confiders 
as  they  ought. 

Hence  it  is  that  Gleets  and 
WeaknelTes  in  Men,  and  Run¬ 
nings  and  Whites  in  Women, 
are  fo  difficultly  Cured,  and 
which  are  frequently  made  the 
more  difficult  by  the  applica¬ 
tion  of  wrong  Medicines,  no¬ 
thing  being  more  common 
than  to  purge  the  Patient  ve¬ 
ry  much,  which  the  more  is 
done  the  more  the  parts  are 
hurt,  and  confequently  the 
more  is  the  Running  or  Gleet* 
ing,  for  it  is  driving  the  Hu¬ 
mors  of  the  Body  more  and 
more  upon  thofe  beforemen  ti- 
on’d  parts,  which  fo  deftroys 
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their  Tone  as  never  to  be  re¬ 
triev’d.  Neither  will  Reftrin- 
gents  do,  in  one  Patient  in 
fifty;  many  imagine  when  Pur¬ 
gings  will  not ,  that  Purely 
Rettringents  will  effeCt  it,  and 
after  a  round  of  thofe  Me¬ 
dicines  as  ineffeftual  as  the 
other ,  it  puts  the  Practitio¬ 
ner  to  fuch  a  Nonplus,  that 
he  tells  the  Patient  he  is 
Pure  that  he  will  never  be 
cured,  and  thus  are  the  poorer 
People  bubbled  of  their  Health, 
and  Mony  to  nopurpoPe.  This, 
to  my  Knowledge,  has  been  the 
PrafJlce  of  great  Phyficians  and 
Surgeons. 

The  Seat  of  Gleets  and  Weak- 
ntlPes  then  both  in  Men  and 
Women  being  then  accounted 
Por,  the  next  thing  that  comes 
in  courPe  to  be  taken  notice  of, 
is  the  way  or  Method  of  Cure ; 

and 
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and  tho’  it  be  the  daily  Pra&ice 
of  moft  Phyficians  and  Surgeons, 
to  tell  their  Patients  that  have 
Gleets,  which  they  cannot  Cure, 
that  Nature,  without  Medicine, 
will  then  in  a  little  time  over¬ 
come  it,  yet  many  to  their  Vex' 
ation  havefound  themto bemifta- 
ken,  which  is  an  Argumentum  ad 
Hominem ,  they  knew  not. what 
more  to  do.

hinted)  obferv’d  the  fame  upon 
DitTe&ions ,  and  experimented 
the  Truth,  numbers  of  times) 
will  be  of  my  Mind,  and  no  long¬ 
er  think  it  Impofture  for  any  one 
to  attempt  it, 

I  know  that  as  there  are  many 
that  will  not  allow  any  fuch  way 
to  prevent  catching  the  Difeafe, 
upon  having  to  do  with  a  pollu¬ 
ted  Companion  ;  fo  there  are 
others  that  do  believe  fuch  a  Fre- 
fervative  is  to  be  had,  but  migh¬ 
tily  exclaim  again  if  thofe  that 
fhal!  dare  to  reveal  it,  becaufe,  as 
they  fay ,  they  will  proftitute 
thereby  their  Confciences  to  in- 
ftruCt  them  how  to  be  preferv’d, 
in  favour  of  a  debauch’d  Con- 
verfation  ;  for  that  number  of 
People,  who  by  Inclination  are 
Libertines,  would  upon  having 
fuch  a  Prefervative ,  make  no¬

without  Injury,  and  thereby  not 
only  preferve  thcmfelves,  but 
fecure  to  their  Pofterity  a  good 
Stamen^  which  otherwife  would 
have  been  polluted,  and  fo  have

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tranfrnitted  that  Virus  to  ma¬ 
ny  fucceeding  Generations,  the 
mature  Confederation  of  which 
chain  of  Evils,  would  make  a 
Man  fhrink,  and  choofe  rather 
to  be  hang’d  out-right  than  be 
the  occafion  of  fuch  fad  deplo* 
rable,  and  too  often  irreparable 
Mifchiefs.  So  that  upon  the
